{ault, diſturbing the Garriſon as much as was polhible 
With thcir Musket and Carabine ſhot, and continuall Ala» 
rams, the Garrifon in the meane time being not idle, nor 
uncarefull of their ſafetics playd upon them with their 
Ordnance,cutting them off dy tcores, their Muskets pow- 
ring their dreadfull Bullets into their bofornes, ſo-that the 
Cavaliers (glad w ſhcltertheir Coxecombes) retwed wto 
the Honſes,telling Prince Kober: they would willingly at- 
tend him to frght againſt men but not againſt ſtongywals, 
rocks and inacceſſible places, where 2 hundred men might 
keep out ten thouſand, all valour being utelefle ; and there» 
tore defired the Prince that ke would rite thence, and de- 
part into other places where they might doe the Caule 
better ſervice. Prince Robert told chem ke would not (tirre 
thence to diſhonour the glory of his former actions, with- 
out taking that Fort from thoſe Round-heads, and 10 
cheered them on to anew aſſaule, which was 
very faintly on their fide,and antwered ea ours with much

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courage, ſome of the Garriſon ſouldiers ſallying out and 
beating thoſe Devils away at handy-blowes,they tumbled 
ſome twelve ſcore of them dead upon the place, which 
made Prince Robert hearken to the former advice, and fo

By this right he may not claime his kingdome, and (ay to his 
pcople the [and is mine in commurative jultice, tor fo it is not his but theirs : yet in 
diſtributive Juſtice it is his not theirs, for God hath diſtribuzechto him the honour 
of the og but nat the goods, Every man by Law is the owner of what is 
his, and all being put together the kingdome may keep from the King whatſoc- 
ver it hath,if by commonconlent it will not grant it him. The Hiſtorian faics, 
Imperium ©5/dems modis renerur, quibus paratur, a Kingdome is kept as it is gotten, 
and that is but rwo waycs, by corgueſt or by contratt. The right of conquelit, or 
father the wrong» is obtained by the Sword and is fo held, Qoepe peagee can by 
the ſame come to thejr right again.

1: 2.to learn thera warre not as a 
bleffing, for no watre is good 1n 1t (elt, but to be wiſe and prudent 1s of excellent 
iſe, and to be taught by encmics, valour is vertue prized by God. 1 muſt rell my 
Nation the iron crariots, and the ſtrong holds of the febuſurs chat oppolc it 1s for 
the {innes thereof, and yet tO try our manhood to expell chem at th& laſt. Com- 
manded warre nceas no counſell, but where God ts {tient , no {/raclite might 
fight but by the advice of their great Senate Vewr.

The Golpel 
inthe firlt Scale, and the Law in the third. Ot the Goſpel the Enbieme 1s #hize ; 
of the Law Blacks, and both tor expedition are weil mounted, and well armed. 
The firſt with a Bow and Crowne, to give honour to the conqvcred, tor wholoe- 
ver obeyes the Goſpel is crowned with Ielicitic. Law is ſevere and appeates in 
blicke with Balances to nacaſure out all things. T he two Hortes that oppolc theſe 
are redand pale, bloud and death, warre and wor, to tcach us all the truc cauſes of 
our miſery.

him, as yet it is unknowo, 
| O 1 Sunday morning the Kings Army ſhewed themſelves ins ficld ad- 
joyning unto Brainford , our forces being about halfe a mile from them, 

and our Ordnance played upon them for tome time , and cnt of yr'n>

ranks of their horſe, the Lord Brook hjmſclfe giving fire to one of our piz- 
ces of Ordnance, and the Cavalliers not daring to ſtay inthe fizld, re- 
treated back»gain into the Towne ( their Carriages (as is reported being 
gone before) and the Troopers quickiy followed after, Jeauing behinde 
them ſ»me Dragoones » which when the Parliaments Forces entred the 
Towne (towards cvzning) thry fied away with all the fpeed they could, 
yet were many taken priſoners, about 22. of them being brought to Lon» 
don together this night and carryed to Newgate (one whereof they fay 
was Princs Robert's footentan (b files (1xe others that were! rought by 
themſelves a little before, one of them having letters of dangerous conſe- 
quencefound tyed about his wriſt, which were alſo committed to lafe 
Cultody, 

Laces Sunday night about a hundred Sez-men which proff:red them- 
ſelves to go upon this ſervice, rode finging and rej »ycing out of Towne 
. hoping to have a fling a> tho Cavallicrs, butthey were go < b:fore they 
came, neither did any ef our fouldiers want cou-2ge an r:folu:ion in this 
buſineſfe, and had the Cavalliers not biſcly and cowardly ſtolne away, 
in all probability, there would have been a Hort period to theſe Warres. 
But leait any ſhould be miſlinformed, and think it had 'been'exfie for tho 
Parliaments Forces te have gone beyond them, and compaſſed them in 
on every fide, let them b: pleaſe to take notice that fome part of the Ks, 
Army Was 2 or 3, mile beyond the town, and that neer tothat place there 
was 2 great wood where it was conceived they lay in ambuſh , arid if any 
ofour Forces had gone beyond them, cither the would have more ſud 
Cainly fled away, or clſc thoſe Forces of ours had been betwrene the Ene- 
mics two Armies, which in probab:lity would have proved a ſervice o- 
much diffcu'ty, 

When the Parliaments Forces came into the Towne they found it in a'hs- 
mentable condition, for the Cavalliers ( as it ſeemes conſidering the danger they 
were'in thought to come no more there, and in taking their Y/timuns vide 
drunke their divilliſh healths as long a» chey durſt Ray, and then knockt out 
the ends of the Barrells, ſo that they left ( as is credibly reported ) neither Beare 
nor Wine1n all the Towne, nor any other proviſion, and carried away all the 
Pewter, L1nnen, &c. and for ha't left Armes for about one hundred men be- 
hind them. 

The Lord Generallthe Farle of Eſſex preſently advanced with his Forces 
after them towards Hownslow, bur ic 1s certaiaely reported that his Majeſty 
With the Prince and the Duke of Yorke, and a great part of his Forces went 
that nighe to Kingfton upon Thames, about five miles from Brainford, and in 
this place methinkes I hould not give fatisfaRtion to the Reader if 1 ſay not 
ſomerhing concerning that Towne, and the Forces which the Parliament bad 
m it, for x is molt certain? that that — was very ltrongly fortified for the 
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King and Parliament: there being about foure ſcore of our Collours of Horke 
and Foot which had cut the Bridge, and made a draw-bridge y' and had cat 
u7 tome brealt=werkes without the Towne, having there alſo about ten pe} 
ot Ordnance , and on Satcecday night certaine intelligance being brougat thi. 
tier that the Enemies forces were at Braintord, fir [awes Ramſey ( that was 
formerly Commander of the leſt Wiage that ruune away at Kyaton-held, and 
whole vindication of his honour concerning that buſineſſe came forth in print 
tlic laſt weeke ) called all thole forces together ar Kinglton $7 being Ser. 
gcant Mayor Generall of the Horſe ) and cauicd them to march all away from 
tacnce on Surry tide, and foto come to the genzrall Randevoure neare Brain« 
ford, lo thatthac Towne was leſt without ay Guard, and neare balte che in« 
habitats rhereot being of the Malrgnant party, when they heard tae King wat 
comming tluther wicthis forces lec downe the draw-bridge © give them en- 
cerance, and received them with exprethons cf joy, as ringing of Bells,&&c. . 
One Capraine Ellrs a Sea Caprtaine being imployed to carry thirty twe but+ 

x<l!s of Powder, Bullets, Match and other Ammunition ro Windſor Caftle to 
Captame Yes, which was laden in five long Barges of about ſtxe Oares a peece, 
and wentfrom hence'on Satrerday was Seneght, but when they came alittle be- 
yond Kingſton they heard chatthe Cavallicrs were come on this ide Windior, 
and that they had made good the Bridge at Sranes, and planted two pocces of 
Orcnaace upon it, whereupon they turned their courſe backe againe towards 
Kingſton, where they cormnucd with the faid Ammunition and Powder vill 
Satierday night laft, and when che Parliaments farces were to march fram 
thenee thoke Ordnance that were there and ſome other Aramunition that was 
- inthe Towne were laden in three Barges more and fo lanced forth towards 
London aſtogether, and when they came within a lictle of Brainford that they 
£ame againſt Sion Houle where was « great many of the Cavallicrs, the ſaid 
. Cayalliers wanting their opportunity ſuddenly. gave them a great (hower of 

Musker ſhot from the top of that Houſe, bur it pleaſed God that they killed 
but one man that was inthe Batges, alchough three or foure more were hurt, 
en (orhey gc by them; but when they had Rowed abeurt halfe a mile further, 
that ehey were bexweene Old Beinfedond Kew, the Cavalliers had planted 
Ordnance which commanded the River, and fo when the fajd Captam Elice 
perceived that there was no remedy, and that it was alrogether impoſſible t9 
eſcape without linking, or being taken themiclves*'wuth the Ordnance, Powder, 
en! other Ammunition, the men gat re Lend! on the other fide of the River, 
and by blowing up the Powder ſunke all the Barges, which prevented the Ca- 
vailiers of the booty they expeted ro have had, neicher will the lofſe be very 
great, forthe Ordnance and moſt of the other things in the Barges will cakly 
be taken op againe. 

Ic 15 reported tor a truth that the King turn(el fayed at Brainford tl Sun- 

day about cleyen a clocke, but when hee ſee that hig Caralliers did retzeat uy

ments forces, and yer were much ſcattered with rhe Parliamegts Canons, bee 
was glad to make alt haſt away, and urely it cannot be conceived that life 
could depart cheace without a worme in his Conſcience, having but two dales 
before agreed with his Parhameng for an accommedation, and this vety day 
cid ſend one Mafyer z/hite a Courtict with a Trumpeter to the Lord Generall 
deficing a Parley, and before he hag delivered his Meſlage to the Lord Gene- 
rall. che King in perfan commanded them to give fire agaialt fome 01 rac Pat- 
(12mencs Forces, vpon all which the Parliament have refolved thas the Locd 
Generall ſhall revenge this bloudy de upon the Cayallicrs , and claprt 
Whit and the Trumpeter upin the Gate-houſe, 

Taciday informatwa was given that bis Majeſty was gone from King»

heard of t' at,tolooke unto himſclf;no greater hoſtility was that day 
ated,and his Majcſties meſſengers for a pretended peace were rather 
adinitted then believed. The fouldiers cried,no parley,and were very 
eager to have the tight Fegun. That afternoon there came .up two 
Ve "els which were appointed to guard the Thames, and diſcharged 
many {call Peeces againſt Sjon Houle, vvhich kclongs wito my Lord 
of Northum-erland, and vvhere it is thought were then reſilent 
{ome perſons of the higheſt account m His Majeſtics Army,they did 
L cat downe and maime much of the building which ſtood towards 
the waters ſide,and were ſecure themſelves by reaſon that the peeces 
that were planted on tl-e top of Sion houſe did ſtill ſhoot oyer them, 
and thoſe that vvere planted! loyver vvere dlicharged vvith fo mpch 
inconvenience,that they never came neer them : hovviocver one of 
our Veſſels in their returne to London vvas ſunk, the Men; Cannon 
and Ammunition being all preſerved.

obriayned he retreated with ſome diſorder and what ſpeed he could 
towards Kingſton. This was no ſooer diicovered by tus Excellence, 
but he thundred againſt hum with 16 or, 18. Cannon ſhot which 6- 
vertook his troops with as much indignation as they ran away with 
feere, and levelling of them with the ground told them how hady 
councellor was feare. There was after their depaature many muskets 
found that inſtead of buljers were laden with, arrows which inthe 
muskets were nnited into one body and ſeemed but one arrow, but ig 
the diſcharge they divided themſclves,and were full of danger,anew 
and defperate way of murther, 

The infantry of his Majeſty now extreamdly poore,many of them 
are reported tobe Inſh, had you ſeene thein', you would have callel 
them rather the ragged then the royall regunents,to cover which de 
fe affiſted by necellitythe mother of invention,they found a means 
to relieve themſelves. 

On Munday about ten of the clock ir: the morning it was their for 
tune to meet with 4 or 5 wains laden with cloath from ,Gloceſter- 
fhire were conveighing their carriag unto London with out any long 
ſalutation the fouldiers demanded of them what was thair cartaye 
although it is not to be doubted but that thay knew very wellw 
it was anſwer was made with much ſpeek and more __—_ 
it was Ccloath which they were carrying unto London thay 
them as they were gentremen they would not wrong them they de- 
manded of them again if they knew what the comm ſion of Aarny 
was, which when they replyed, they did not very well, they told 
them that they would help their underyandings tu conceive it , 
citing the cords from the wains, & ſhewing them in what a nak 
eſtate their preſent condition was,they fel to plundring of the wans 
the firſt man that drew his ſword was one Hemor, he had bin ſome- 
times a barber inthe City, & a mad ſhaver in the field. The cloath 
was not meaſured by the yard, & the handfull over he ſaid was the 
City meaſure,& a little to preciſe,the which he did abhorre,but from 
the clbow to the end of the middle ſinger, which he called a cujyte, 
two cubites and a halfe was allowed for a yard,and ſometimes gruft- 
bled at as ſcanting meaſure to, thus they devided amongſt them with 
their ſwords the poor mans cloath who cryed out Gent, what mean 
you, anſwer was made that they wanted cloaths, & that they meant 
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(sY 
to make them underftand,and to obey the Commiſion of Array, md 
having ſufficiently pillaged the wains,they made after their comrads 
with what ſpeed they could, who wondring to ſee every man laden 
with fo mnch cloth, deſired to be partakers of their adventure , and 
would fain know how honeſtly they came by it. According to She- 
rards premonition they returned no other anſwer but this, Cloth, 
Oth,Noth, which being in a language not to be underſtood, was thus 
conſtrued by them ; Cloth, that they had gotten cloth to make them 
2 ſuit :zOth,that they owed for it:Noth,that they would pay nothing 
for it. Thus in the midſt of danger, and his Excellencics Army pur- 
ſumg them at the heels,did they make a ſport of robbery, a wretched 
ſort of people, who condemned tv robbery,do thrive by extortion,as 
the nſurer by his money ,and by a leſſe cruell method they have found 
1 more compendious way by rapine and deftruftion unto wealth. 

On the r: port of the death of ſome ſouldiers in my Lord Roberts 
his Regiment on Saturday laſt,their wives now in London , whoſe 
names had almoſt dropt from n1y penghearing of it,did forthwith put 
themſelves into mourning habir,but miſtaken in the intelligence , on 
the munday following did ſhake off at once both their forrowes and 
blacks,one of them who was overcome with forrow at the report of 
her husbands death, was wonderfully re-comforted at the ſight of his 
return, wherein her excellence was ſuch, that he began now to feel 
ancerer violence from her own joy, and fainting away inhis armes, 
- _ made him a widdower, whoſe widdow ſhe ſuppoſed ſhe 

d been. 

One thing cannot be forgotten, and tharis, that it is generally be- 
lieved that Prince Robert is dead, and that he was ſlain at the battell 
of Kynton, and to be one of thoſe brave Cavaliers that were buried 
in Chriſt-Church ar the Kings firſt coming to Oxford, and that be 
who perfonates him now is William the yuung Lord Strafford, wha 
15 much like P.Rotert in growth and ſtature but more like his father 
in ny ,who was too true a prophet of theſe civill tumults. 
And te add a greater belief tv rhis apprehenſion & report,beſidesthe 
(cknowledgment thar it is a frequent policy ih wer {u tv do, tokeep| 
the army undiſcouraged, is an obſervation ypon 
tons death, who was a principall agent for his Majeſty in W Þ 
ſhite for the commiſſion of Array;it is credibly reported that oy 
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obriayned he retreated with ſome diſorder and what ſpeed he could 
towards Kingſton.

for it. Thus in the mudſt of danger, and his Excellencics Army pur- 
ſuing them at the heels,did they make a ſport of robbery, a wretched 
ſort of people, who condemned tv robbery,do thrive by extortion,as 
the nſurer by his money ,and by a leſſe cruell method they have found 
4 more compendious way by rapine and deſtrution unto wealth.

On our tide many brane Cavalleers were (lain, among whom 
Genecall Lillih»oke, Generall Major $1-ng, Monell Groobe,Clower, and 
vthersare much bewayled: Generall Sra/hans is wounded, but with- 
vut danger. He got the Enemies Artillery conlitting of Fortie 
goodly bi alle peeces, with all-the appurtenances together with all 
the Colours of the infantric and many Standards, as alſo all the 
baggage,whereby the paines ot that day wereall requited.

Kings are the bigheſt powers on earth how then can they be accountable 
unto thoſe rhat are i\nferiour wy under them, which 1s not accidentall unto other Ru» 
lers and Governours becauſe there are higher above them that they may give accom 
w__ : butnone are above Kings : therfore chey are togiye accompt to nones ſave on 


Af T deny that Kings on earth are the higheſt powers , and this T ay, that the King- 
dome 15 above the King, and fo conſcquen:ly the repreſentative body therof. the whole 
power of all the body of the people of the Land, being by generall conſenttranimited 
over unto it; and I prove itthus : The end is alwayes greater then the meaxes, or tne 
meaxes are fubordinat* to the end, and therfore muſt needs be inferiour, for the meanes 
could never have bin but for ſuch or ſuch an md for which they were appointed :

For the firlt of theſe I Anſiwer.that Kings in their wicked and ungodly courſes have 
bin reſiſted by their people , the Spirit of (30d ſpeaking by way of commendation of 
them foc it,or at leaſt wiſe not diſapproving the lame. 1 his is evident by divers places 
ot Scripiure; As firſt of all we have an example hereot in [41a/bans cate, 1 54m,14 44. 
where mn” that lonathan had eaten a little Honey, contrary to the Commanuenucar 
of his Father dau, who was then King of '/1a«l he would have put him to death; there. 
upon the people tan4 up in his pitt deterices againit Saud his Father, laying. Well [onde 
than die who hath Wrou be 67.5 greai faivetrn wn lj ae, 10d for b1.4,45 t' e Lind ves boere hall 
not one baire of 113 head fall to the 210m, for b» Lath wrought it God this day. Then it 
followes, the peo; le 1eſcura lonatan that re ired not, Did they not think you refit} 2aul, 
when the people reſcued him out of his hand whether he would orno , and contrary 
to the Oath that he had 1worne ? | 

Secondly. we have the example of David in Keilah, 1 Sam, 2.3.7 &c. where David 
being at Xelab, and Sar hearing of it, thought he had got now h1s oportunity to take 
him, that he might kill him.ag oftentimes he had betore indeavoured : but it to p.caled 
God that :his came to Davids cares, that deal ſecretly practifed milchict againlt him,co 
come and take away his hfe, Herevpon DaVid inquires of God, Firlt ro know whe- 
ther it were ſoor no, a> that Saul would come down to {( «44h ? Czod an{wers him, that 
he would. Therupcn the ſecond time he asks him IVherher the men of {{ eilah Wonla dee 
[iver lim and his men t.to the band of Saul, or no * God anſwers him that be would deliver 
him up. By this loſt it doth clearly appeare, that if fo be the Keilites would have bin 
true to David, and have Rood ro him , he would have maintained the Town againſt 
Sal, and have detended himlelte in it: otherwiſe, why ſhould David aske God the le- 
cond time, Whether the men of þ, «1/ab la c eliver him up and his men mto the hands of Saul, 
or no? he might have gone his way, when that he heard 54d would come down, without 
asking any more queſtions, unleſle we will fay that the ſecond queſtion , which David 
propounded to aske of God, was trivolous and vaine. and to conſequently the anſwer 
that God gave it ; which I ſuppoſe there are none will b: fo bold as to affirme., (This 
was the very caſe of Sir lokn Hothom in Hull, who tor ths very ation His Majeſtic 
was pleaſcd co Proclaime him Traytor.) 

Then againe, it may be further ſaid of Þ->M, it he had not had a purpoſe to have 
relifted daul in caſe of exigency.and extremity, what did he with 600.men about him ? 
he might have fled from Sau when he was ceming towards him, without fuch a train 
and guard of men attending him, and fo have faved himſclfe without them. Nay. he 
might in all probability haye eſcaped his hands beter , for had he noc had fo many 
with him, he might have kept himſelfe the more cloſe, and ſecret, fo that he could not 
have bin fo cafily diſcovered. And befides this we read r Chron,x 2.2 2, chat There came 
80 David to belp han before Sauls death an hoa\t, like the Loaſt of God : and what ? was all

Belides all this. the more to toppe the mouthes of fuch #11 attected perions in our 
times, that will take upon them to make much more of Kings, then ever God made or 
dd intend there are exaniples even in the Primitivetimes among the Chrittians, who 
have refiſted their Kings 1n their Fntull and unla whull actions. Asto inftance 1n Lyd- 
1145 the Emperour. who had giamed tothe Chrittians to injoy their Religion, yet atter- 
wards .urning perſecutor, they trne tor Con/tantine the great to aſſhilt them _ him, 
and overthrew him. And againe bþ:1nz pecſecuced by the Kinz of 7 er/is, the Chrifti- 
ans ſent tor Thcodo/tus the Emperour to help them againſt him. And I doubt not but 
it the Eccleſialticall Hiſtories of chote times were ſearched there m1ght more examples 
ot this nature be found out, 

But betides all this, we have ſeen and known the like in our own times. as lately in 
the Scors, whom the King him{elte, chat now 45, acquirted, when he came toa right 
underſtanding, So the Proceſtants in France, Eygland all Queen Elizabetbs dayes did Llp 
them, in our dayes again in King -4-l:5 his own reigne, we ſent over a great Force, 
in ſhew at leaſt . ro help R-cbrl agarnit the King of France, So in Hig! lermanie, the 
Princes there m11nain their right againſt -baries the 5, and were helped by Frence and 
Enzland, In the \,extber-Lands it igevident from the beginning. Now ſhall we take 
upon us to condemn all theſe Churches tor to doing ? 

Then for the ſecond, which is.he principal) point here in diſpute, Whether Kings 
in cale they doe Tyrannize over their People Oppreſſe.Spoile and Deſtroy their Sub- 
jects. and doe other ſuch like wicked and unnacurall ations, may have Cenfure and 
Puniſhmene inflicted upon them, according to the nature of their ſeverali Ortences ? 
They lay where 1s there any example or exprefle command in Scripture tor this ? 

dnſ, Ic istrue, there are noexamples, or Commands in Scripeure for this particu. 
lar caſe, or ar lea(t not as I know of ; yerthat matters not, ſo long as we have a rule to 
walk by,and Commands in generall that reach to all particulars. And for this the l:ke 
may very well be ſaid, a« may tor Parents murthering of their Children, there isno 
direct Law fer down enher divine or humane, tor the puniſhment of fuch. the thing is 
ſo dete(table an4 commrary to yery nature, that it may be conceived , that there would 
be none ſich found : bur if there be.there are gen:rall Laws in torce for their cenſure 
and puniſhment, as in caſe ot Murther 3 and by how much the nearer the relation is, 
the greater being the bond an1cye for procuring the peace and welfare of luch and 
ſuch pirties, fo much the greater is the offence, an | ſo much the more liable are they to 
puniſhment. So I fav though there are no particular Laws fer down, for the corrett« 
ing a.:d puniſhing of ſuch Kinzs :nd4 Princes as doe Opprefle. Spoil and Deſtroy their 
People. yer ſo muci1 1s included in hoſe generail Laws both of God and Man; and fo 
much the more Table are they ro Cenſure and piniſl ment , by how much they are 
Ordain:d, to be greater inſtruments of the good and well being ot their People then 
oteners

To this I anſwer, David was a private man (perwkhflanding was Saul: ſucceſſor 
by Gods appointment to the Crowne ) and fo had no warrant to doe ſuch 2 thing as 
this.as totake away the life of Saul the King, though hee had done him, or ſhould 
to doe him never ſo much harm, For in a caſe tarre Inferjour ro this, wee know that 
ifa private man be a Thiefe, and by Law is condemned co die, yet n> man may lay vie 
olen: han js upon him to take away his lite, bur onely in a Legall way, and by the exe- 
cutioner tit is by authority appointed for this purpoſe, it any man ſhould , hee 
would be accounted a muttherer for fo doing. and bee liable ro ſuffer the Law in chat 
cal? provided. So then if this cangot bee juſtihable upon op perſon con lemned 
by Law,much lefle then upon a publike perfon, eſpecially ſuch a one as a King is, and 
uncondemned too. Thertore in this caſe had Pvid caken away Sas life , who was 
then King of {/r44l, he had bin much co blame, and had ſinacd exceedingly in the light 
of God, wherfore David would not doe it. 

But we doe nt know what David would have done, or what he might have done, 
in caſe Sat ſhould forceibly have come upon him to have ca ken away his life , inhis 
own jult defence for his own fafery and preleryation : for cl for what end had Dovid 
thole 600. men with him > Surely it will be anſwered, and I beleeve the moſt malige 
nan: among them all will not deny it , that he had them for his Defence; was lo? 
Then cruly I think that they that will defend themſelvs,by Arms an1 armed mea,mut 
needs offend, when they are ottended. For this is a meere conceipt that eycn very chil 
dren will be ready to laugh at , to lay that when a mans enemy comes againſt him to 
doe him a miſchiet he muſt only defend himſelfe. but muſt noc ttrike againe. For how 
isthis poſſible, for a man to defend himſelfe from his cacmy , and yet not offend his 
enemy ? 

Then for aſmuch as Kings are call'd the anointed of the Lord, they are fo calla in ewe 
reſpe&ts, Firſt either in regard of the Anointing Oyle that was pawred upou them,by 
the performance of which Ceremonie they were ex api into their Functions 
and Offices. Or elf, in regard of that authority, which by their people they are eleSed 
unto, whereby they become Gods Deputies and V icegerents here on carth, in ruling 
and governing of his people. 

For the firſt oftheſe, in aſmuch as Xmgs are call'd the anointed of the Lord, becauſe of 
the Anointing Oyle that was powred upon them, by the performance of which-Cere- 
mony they were inaugurized into their FunRtions, whereof ſamethere were that God 
did in a more eſpeciall manner thus infticute and ordaine, chen by Higgwa immedi. 
ate appoinemers, as to wit Saxl, David, Sdlomon, Teby,and Hazard, whom be commanded 
Elyab to Anoynt King over Syria. Y et I ſee no ground,nor reaſon, why even theſe ſhould 
not be reſponfall to the Lawes and to their X ingdomes, for their Action,s For I do net 
perceive that God did any whit mag bog them from the oblervance of his Laws, 
either Aﬀtively or paſſively. If not, then farely they chat would attribute thus much 
unto them, doe exalt and fer them aboveche Laws and Commandemencs of God (for 

nee, Fee ime cohneted Gate wenn 
1s eto bee governed , were 1 1 ordai ; as Well ag any 
Laws whatſoever)which therfare for my own part I conceive to be a> leflethen þlaſe 
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agam/t the Lords anotuti d and be gutleſſe, T ſupy ofe thisto be the meaning of i; That this 
is a thing not to be raſhly or unadyiſedly done by any, and that it belor:gs to none bur 
to the Magiſtrates only, and thar in a legail way.having herein an awfull and reyerin» 
tiall regard of the Commandement of God, 

Yet turther I will not deny bur that it may probably be, that there may be ſomwhax 
extraordinary in the cafe of theſe 5 Kings bctore mentioned , their perſons being of 
| ods im.nediate choice,and by higeſpeciall appointment inducted imo that FunRtion, 

as the rather it ſeems ſoro be, becaule this term of the Lords anointed, 1 find it applyed 
in Scriptureto no King elſe.that was anointed with Oyle , but only theſe, though we 
read of divers Kings elſe beſides theſe,chat were anointed with Oyle. 

Then for the other, in that Kings are called Go4s anointed with reſpett to the 41854rity, 
which by their people they are elected unto, whereby they become Gods Deputies and 
V icegerents here onearth, in ruling and governing of his pecopie,, Thus, and no other. 
wiſe then thus are our Kings call'd the Anointed of the Lord : Now as much as this is 
proper ani belonging to other Rulers as well as to Kings, to be called Gods Deputies 
nd V icegerents,and therefore it is that they,as I ſhewed beforc,arc cal'd Gods ag well 
as Kings, which lictle is applyed unto then , in this regard, becauſe they reprelent the 
place of God, and have his Image ftamped upon them in a more eſpeciall manner, by 
meancs of that authority that God, by the conſent of his people hath cgnferred upon 
them for their good: From hence therefore neither doe I fee any ground , why Kings 
ſhould not be accoumable for their ations. For if fo be chat they are not accounable 
in this regard becaule they are Gods Deputies an V icegereits, why then I fay, nor a» 
ny other Rulers, nor Magiſtrates beſides, becauſe they are Gods V icegerents as well ag 
Kings > The which, I thinke there are none will be fo fimple as to athrme. 

So now by what hath been ſaid, we fee that even Kings in a legall way may bee re» 
lifted, neither do we want examples among our ſelves of this kind and yet it is thought 
no grieyance or unlawtull thing, or unbefceming the protcthion of Chriſtians, as 
fome doe ſay. For it is not manite(t that the King himicite is implcaded by his owne 
SubjeRs, and hath many times tryalls at Law with chcm at the Kings bench,and is di» 
vers times too oyerthrowne : And it this be done in lighter matters. then certaincly 
much more it ought to be done in matters, of farre greater weight and conſequence, as 
in caſcs of oppreſſion, Tyranny, or Deftruftion ot his People. 

Bur here againe fay they, ſhould wee grant you this , that other Kings may be re- 
iſted, as you nave declared, and may Legally bee accoumable for their ations , yet the 
aſc is not alike betweene orher Kings and ours of Fng/end, for as much as they have 
heir right. tothe Crown by Conqueſt, as is eyident by TVilliam the Conquerour, whole 
Succeflors they x e, and therefore there is no other way for us now , but cher to obcy 
at they command us, or elſe to wbmit our ſclyes to ſuffer, 
Anſiv. Tt goes beyor:d my apprehenſion to coneive, how this kind of arguing can 
hold good, and I do admire upon what ground it ſhould be built, But beſides it 1s 0% 
ere ainifle, to take notice of the balencfle and Teryility of the ſpirits of theſe men, who 
an be ſo well comcimntto argue themfelyes into a yery vaſlalage and flavery : Therfore 
latigfation im this point as well 2$ In the reſt, wee mult take notice that there 13a 
ofold conquettzone 15 Ab!olure,and the other is Condicionall. For the firſt of theſe, 
will chey affirme ir, that we are abfolutely conquered, and fo overcom by an altogether 
ver-ruling and Tyran'icall powerthat our Lives, Perſons and Eſtates. lic at the mer» 


of the Conquerox, all that ever we hays being athis WHll aud pleaſure, wat her may 
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\ make 2 prey of them how he liſt, an1 when he lift ; without aty bonds or ties ﬆ all of. 
his part. towards his people, but chac by vertue of the Conqueſt, we are wholly became 
hs Vaſlalls and ſhves : I fay in this caſe a people may by force of Armes, nay they are 
bo'ind to doe it (for as much as all people ought both by the Law of God and nature to 
provide for their owne welfare anc al vation) when they have a fit and convenient ope 
portun'ty, and (trength ſufficient, to reſcue themſelves from finder the power of luch a 
Tyranny. and tree themſelyes from ſuch a Yoake , though it ſhould bee even with the 
perſonall deſtruftion of thoſe Kings that ſhould alurpe fuch a power over them, And 
| prove it clearely by the examples of the people of (od in the times of the ludges, ap 
preved by the Spirit of God; as, Indg. 3 8. Ifracl there rebelled againſt che Loid, by 
tyning unco Idolls, wh-reupon it is faid, the anger of the Lord Was bot againſt Iſracl, and he 
{ [t them into the hands of Cuiſhan Riſhathaim X mz of Mefopotamia , aud the Chaldren 
[ral ſerved Cuſhig Riſhathaim rizht eeres (har is to ſay, they ſeryed him in a fcrvile 
(1 viſh way) then « followes , that the Children of Iſraell eryed unto the Lord, and the Lord 
rayſed up a deliverer unto the Children of Iſrael, who delivered them, even Ochniel the trad, 
Kenuz, Kalebs yormver brother, and the ſpirit of the Lard come up n him , and be judred Iſrael, 
and wen? oug ts Warre, and the Lord delivered Cuſhan Riſhathaim, mto bis haud,and b1s band 
prevailed againt Cuſhan Riſhathaim, and /o the Land bad reſt go Teeres, 

By which words you lee, that the people of God by force of Armes were violen'ly 
overcome , and kept powerfully under a Tyranny » for Ge tPice of cight yeeres but 
{ce when God had raiſed up unto them a deliverer, that is to fay, on: that would and 
up in defence of them —_ the King of Meſopotamis, who had them un ler , and they 
now had a convenient opportunity to redeeme themſelyes from under this Tyranny, 
they take it;*and by force of Armes recover their liberty againe. It is need!efle to ins 
{tance inany more particulars at large4 will therefore onely point out the ſeverali pla- 
ces that for your better fatigfa&tion you may read them at your leaſure.

Then for the other,and that is Conditionall Conqueſt, $o fay they - 
we were Conquered, and it is not denyed: That is to ſay; when VWillion the Conques 
rour invaded the Land, we were coment to ſubmit our ſelves nes him, (for the pre= 
vention of blood ſhed and deftti,tion.char otherwiſe might have enſued) ro lerye him . 
25 our Liege Lord, and Soveraigne, ſothat he would promile toJgovern us, according” 
to theſe an? theſe Laws and Cuſtomes, to which covenant hee conſented , as all the 
Kings of *ngland have done fince. And fo we are become nothis (layes to be deſtroyed 
athis pleaſure. but his SubjeRts. having ſworne him and his Succeſfours Allegiance 
upon theſe conditions. If this be ſo; then here we plainely ſee, we are not hound to ſub. 
mit to the Kirigs will and pleaſure, in all bis commands, but onely fo farce forth as hee 
commands according to his Laws, which is the condition upon which we ſweare 
him Allegiance, and become his Subjets, Therefore if the conditions of the Cove- 
1ant be broke, and inftead of governing his people by his Lawes, he rules them athee

or at leaſt diffolyable at the parties pleaſnre with whom the Covenant was made. By 
this it appeares that the King is as much bonnd to the SubjeRts as the SubjeRts tothe 
King, and chat in this caſe the Subjcetts may make lawfull reſiſtance to recover their 
undoubted Liberties and P riviledges , and yet not bee termed Rebells againſt their 
Prince-For none but they only can be called or efteemed (uch,as violate their oathes of 
Allegiance, which we do noc,it the King break with us his Covenant, wherby he bath 
bound himfelte ro us and on performance whereof we {weare him Allegiance. 
But now belides all that hath bin faid,lct us a little look into the foul ablurdities that 
follow upon this tenent, that people mult ſo {lubmitthemſelves unto their Kirgg, asci- 
ther ro obey their commands , though never ſo unlawfull , or elſe to ſuffer whatee- 
ver they ſhall inflict upon them, and notto take up defenfive Armes againſt them : bur 
in cale their Kings come againſt them in a hoſtile manner ſeeking their deftruftion; 
all chat chey muſt doe lay they, is to runne away from them. Bur, tay they doe ſv, they 
may lo follow and perſue their people, or incompaſle them in that they can be able to 
runne no jurther , to that then they muſt either perforce ſtand upon their defence , or 
ſubmit themſelyes unto cheir mercv, Why 7 1 ſay they, fo they muſt, all the weapons 
they mult uſc in this caſe are prayers and teares. Sothat then , if Nero like they ſhould 
with that the whole body of their people were but one necke, that hee might cut them 
oft ar one blow, they mult as we lay, lay their necks upon the block, and ſubmit them- 
lelves to their owne deſtruction. And ſo now conlequently it follows» be their 4 mgs 
$ never ſo great Tyrants, not onely over their bodies "bar over their {culestco ( as the 
caſe may be,they may fer up Popery and Idolatry in their Kingdomes, as tc Kings of 
rorond [udab did : nay if th will bring in very Heatheniſme, and what nox, uacr- 
y depriving their people of all the outward happinefle, and comfort of their lives. and 
allo as much as in them lies, proſtituting the.r ſoules to utter ruine , by denying them 
the meanes of their ſalyation ) yet they may nor doe any thing in this caſe to help them+ 
felys by way of juſt defence or Legall Juftice. If this be ſo, then indeed we are bchol- 
dingonly to the Kings good nature,for every thing that we have and do enjoy and not 
at all unto the Laws, and that will proove good dotrine that hath not long ſince bin 
fo freely taught among us, That our lives;our Liberties, our Eflates, our Wives and 
our Children, and all we have, are at the Kings mercy, and that wee doe injoy any 
theſe, it is of his meer fayor and bounty towards us : And then what need at all is there 
of any Laws, or why ſhould the Parliament trouble themſelvs ro ma ke any more Sta- 
tutes cx Ordinances, wherby to govern us ? the which how ridiculous it 13, and how 
abominably falſe, and contrary to Gods word, you have already heard, ” 
It will not be improper for this diſcourſe to look a little into the caſe and conditi* 
on, which wicked King A. brought his people into by his abominable Idolatry 
which he cſtabliſhed in the land, 2 C 9s.20-2 i is ſaid, He burnt _ wn the daley of

In the ſurther openingot which poynt, I ſhall 
firſt ſhew you the quality of this Kingdame of 
Chriſts. Secondly, the grounds and reaſons why 
God would not governe his people in the generall 
way, ashe governs all the world, but would have 
ſuch a ſolemne adminiſtration of a Kingdom by 
Chriſt, 

Firſt, the quality of Chriſts Kingdom : as Samuel 
when he annoynted Saul King, told the people the 
manner ofthe Kingdom, fo wee are here tO inquire 
the manner and quality of the Kingdom of Chriſt, 
The Scriptures (ct it forth under two notions: firſt, 
that it isa Kingdom in us; Secondly, a Kingdom 
over us: Chriſt reigns in us,Chriſt retgns over us.

Chriſt : thoſe kingdoms which were but kingdoms 
of this world, earthly kingdoms,that knew none bur 
anearthly Kiog, and yeilded no obedience but an 
externall obedience, now become the kingdoms of 
Chrit, ſubmir rhemſclves. to the Goſpel- of 
Chriſt, advance his Sceprer among rhem, and yeild 
obedience to his lawes;. it 15 trove, all perſons of all 
nations receive not Chriſt as King : but there is no 
nation, bur hath or ſhall bave Chriſts Throne ſer 
up among them, Chriſt ſhall - have ſome ſubjects

ning by them: as there is in every King a legiflative 
power, 4 reuehe5«, tO make and eſtabliſh, and publiſh 
lawes ; ſuch a power, bur farre greater has Chriſt 
to make and eſtabliſh lawes for rhe government of 
his people : this is called by the Pſalmiſt, the ſend- 
ing forth of the rod of Chriſts firength out of S1on : 
which the Prophets Eſay and Hrceb both expound 
touching the law, which is the ſtrengrch of a Ki 
Out of $104 ſhall go forth the law, and the word wo 
Lord from Ieruſalem, Burt further, here is the at and 
exerciſe of Chriſts government ingiving lawes, nor 
that he gives any laws, but chat he gives laws of life, 
Chriſt might give us ſach laws,as God ſaies be give 
the rebellious [ſcaelires for their ſins, Starmtes rhat 
were not good, and judgements whereby they ſhould not 
live : whether it be meant the ceremoniall laws that 
were unprofitable to lead them ro heaven, or what 
other laws ſoever,precepts God gave them that were 
in ſome reſpeR or other not for them, ſtatnres 
in which they could nor have life : ſuch Chriſt 
might give us now, ſtatutes and precepts that are not 
good.that might be burrhenſom or unprofirable,not 
leading tro lite: Bur the laws Chriſt gives, they are 
laws feading to life, ſtatutes and judpements, which 
if a man do,be ſhall even live in them, Tis wrac indeed, 
by the corruption of our natures, the law may prove 
to our deſtruRion, the commandment which was ordar- 
ned io life, I found te beunto temth 1 for ſin taking occa- 


ron; 
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fron by the commandment aecorved mend by it ſlew me. 
Though the law per ſe of ir ſelf leads and is ordained 
ro life, yet the corruption of nature, ſtirring up the 
heart to break the law, does thereby ex 4ccidentt and 
occaſionally turn the edge of the law againſt us ro 
condemne us,which would havebeen to ſave us. T he 
law is boly, and juſt, aud good: fince Chriſts laws are 
boly laws, the end of which is to work bolineſle in 
us ; and juſt laws, which preſcribe nothing but what 
is equall for all to obey;and good laws,fcrting forth 
the goodneſſe of God to us in them,and winning us 
to goodnefle by them ; they muſt needs be acknows+ 
[edged laws of life in themſelves, ſuch as lead to life 
if kept, as for that end propoſed by Chriſt, not to 
lead to our deſtracion. 

2, In working graces in the hearts of his people: 
Chriſt may give laws, bur if withall hee work not 
grace in our hearts, if _—_ not Power tO keep 
thoſe laws, we ſhall never odſerve them it is there» 
fore aſecond parr of his Office as King, tO give us 
grace and ſtrength ro do what he propoſeth tous to 
be dore. A wicked man, in whoſe heart Chriſt has 
not yer ſet up his Kingdome, looks vpon Chriſts 
laws as ſtrange things, as God ſpeaks by the Pro- 
pher, / Leve written to them the great things of my law, 
aud they were accounted as 4 flirauge thing : ſuch a man 
louks on Chriſts laws as firange things that concer» 
ned him nor,chiogs he neither can, neither hath any 
willco do: but when Chrilt comes,as a King,to ſuch 
2 man, he puts an inward love and inclination into 
his heart to thoſe laws,and a ſtrength ro keep them. 
That is part of the new covenant,which makes 
with us, and Chrilt enables to keep, { will put my 
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lawes into your minds, and write them 1m your hearts, 
Gods lawes are at firſt out of the minds of people, 
they are only written in our books: when Chriſt 
comes tous as a King, thoſe lawes he writ with his 
own finger upon Mount Sinai 1n tables of ſtone, he 
now writes with the finger of his ſpirit inthe tables 
of our hearts : thoſe laws which he pur intothe Ark, 
thereto be laid up for ever, he: now puts into the 
Ark of our hearts never to be forgotten. This isthe 
excellency of Chriſt above Moſes : Aofes is but the 
ſervant of Gods houſe, Chriſt the Son is the com-

rall men cannot comply with holy laws, Chriſt

:*, keep mine oraimances, and do them, Chriſt not only 


ſets the waycs before us, but withall cauſes us to 
walk in them, gives us natures ſuirable and fpirits 
apreeable to thoſe wayes, ſuch as ſhall delight in 
them. If we were to do Gods works by mans ſtrength,

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wee ſhould give but an il! account of our performances: 
we ſhou'd have noſtrengtih for them.no delight in them: 


but Chriſt firengthens us, [can doall things through Chrift ,

under the new covenant, hath new ſtrengths: as when Sa- 
muel went to annoint Saul King over Gods people, an 
employment he might well think roo great for himſelf, 
a withall told him, that God ſhould turne him into 


another man: if God turne us into other men, and give ' 19+ 6. 


us ſtrengths ſuitable, no works God cals us to ſhall be 
difficult tous. God ſer the Iſraelites in a troubleſome 
way to Canaan, through the mountains and deſarts ; but 
becauſe he withall gave them b:s cloud by day, and bis 
pillar of fire by night to lead them, they were able to break 
through all difficulties, and all incumorances: fo long 
as God gives us his own preſence to go before us, and 
his ſtrengths to enable us, we need not be troubled at 
the greatneſle or harſhneſle of duties. It ſhould be ours, 
which was St. Auguſttnes reſolution, ds Domrne quod ju- 
bes, & jube quod 15, ſo longas God gives ſtrength for 
duties, let us not be troubled whatever God requires 
of us. 

3. In cheriſhing the ſeeds of grace till they bee 
brought to a further perfeRion : grace is but ſmall at 
firſt, 'cis not with the trees of righteouſneſle, as it was 
with the treesof Paradiſe,made perfe& at once : grace 
is but like the graine of muſtaraſeed the leaſt of all ſceds, 
eaſily kild, like a ſcrtila, a ſpark of fire eafily quenchr. 
Thedevill, and the world, and our owne luſts, are the 
thornes that choak our graces, the ſtones that hinder 
their radication, the birds of prey that devoure them, 
while they are inthe ſeeds: wee have need of an over- 
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ruling power to draw them forth and perfe&them This 
is 2 work Chrilt takes into his own hand; as his hand 
plants and owes, ſo it is his hand that waters and gives 
the encreaſe. He will not break the bruiſed reed nor quench 
the (moakrrig flax, untill he bring forch judgement unto 
vicory : ſo tarre from breaking a bruiſed (inner, ſo fane 
from quenching the heat of grace that once begins to 
{moak and kindle, that on the other fide he will ca 
vp the work by his own ſpeciall ſtrength,he will cheriſh 
the ſeeds of grace, till that holy frame of =” begun 
in our ſouls be brought to ſuch a heigrh ana compleat- 
neſle, that Gods Kingdom in us ſhall be viRorious over 
all oppoſite corruptions, 

4. Ingiving new ſupplies of his ſpirit, till he bring 
bis people toglory :'tis not enough forus to have grace 
begun,but there muſt be new ſupplies of grace continued 
to us : tis not only the ſending of an influence from the 
Sun to the earth, but the continuing of that influence 
every day,muſt continue life in the creatures: there muſt 
be a preſerving power of grace from Chriſt, as well as 
2 begetting power, as David ſpeaks, Thou ſhalt guide me 
with thy counſel, and after recerue me to glory, We have 
need ofa continuance of Chriſts counſell and direRion 
here in the way of grace before we bereceived to glory. 
There be many paſſages of difficulty anddanger we meet 
with in the courſe of our lives, in which we ſhall ſtick, 
if Chriſt ſhould notbe always by us to carry usthorow, 
The firſt grace given us will not perhaps be ſufficient 
to carry us thorough great temptations and great affli- 
tions. A child may walk in a ſmooth way without help, 
bur notin a rugged: the firſt meaſures of grace may en- 
adleus to go thorough ſmooth wayes of Chriſtianity, 
where little danger or difficulty is : but when it comes 


ro 


the Honoursble Houſe of Commons, 


to a rugged way, a great triall, a great temptation, wee 
have then need of new ſtrength, Chriſt is like other 
Kings in this, 'ris not enough for him only to conquer, 
but he muſt fortifie, and continue garriſons to maintain 
his conqueſts. Bleſſed be God the father of our Lord Teſs 
Chriſt, fates St. Peter, who hath begotten us to a lively hope

of an inheritance, and who are lept by the pewer of God, 
through faith untoſaluation, Chriſt docs nor only beger 
us, bur alſo keep us by his own power through fairh to 


5. [n purifying the heart and ſubduing our luſts: that's 
the deſcription of the comming of Chriſt in his King- 
dom of grace, be ſhall come as refiners fire, aud as fullers 
ſoap: as the firerefines the (ilver and takes away the droſſe, 
and as the ſoap rinſes out ſpots and ſtaines, fo ſhall 
Chriſt refine and purge bis people : he ſhall baprize with 
the holy Ghoft and fire, and whoſe fan 1s in his hand: waſh 
throughly and deftroycorruprions even as fire deſtroys 
all that ſtards before it. Chriſts work while he was upon 
earth, was exerciſed much in this, in caſtin 
if I caſt out devils by the ſpirit of God, then ts 
of God come unto you: ſo it holds ſtill,when the Kingdom 
of God comes unto us,there will be a caſting out devils 
bythe ſpirit of Chriſt, finwill be diſpoſſeſt of its former 
holds, luſt willbe ſubdued in us. When Chriſt comes 
into the heart, he comes with the powerof a King, and

6. In creating inward peace, and joy, and comfort : 
it is the office of a King to keep his ſubjeRs in ajnyfull, 
2 peaccable, a flouriſhing condition. The Kingdom of 
God conſifts not in meat and drink ( _ externall ) ut 
in righteouſneſſe and peace and joy in the boly Ghoſt : Chriſt 
is firlt Melchiſeaec King of righteouſneſſe;his government 
a righteous government; and then K:ng of Salem, King 
of peace, a government accompanied with abundance 
of inward joy and peace. As peace is that crownes all 
other bleſſings, ſo Chriſt knowing the excellency of 
tHs, and that none cc uld give it but himſelfe, did ther.

things pertaining tothe Kingdom of God , wee Cannot 
thirs hewould omit the giving of rules for the fra- 
ming of the regiment of his Church, And when S. Paw! 
tels the Elders of Epheſus, be had not ſhunned to declare 
tothem the whole councell of God, wee muſt rake it in pur- 
ſuarce ef thoſe dire&tions himſelf and the reſt ofthe 
diſciples had received trom Chriſt for the government 
of his Church. What this frame of Church policy ts, 
which hath bin ſo long in diſpure,and is yer ſu judice, 
willde more proper for a Synod then a Sermonto con- 
ſider of. 1 only hint this, but leave it to that grave con- 
fult:tion you have already deſigned,nor doubting your 
honourable care in haſtning that work, which muſt un- 


doubredly conduce much to the advancing and ſetling 
Chriſts Government more exactly among us.

Keaſonsoi die 2, Letus conſider the reaſons why God would 


have 
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have ſuch a ſfolemne adminiſtration of a kingdom by 
Chriſt: 

Firſt, Inreſpe& of Glory that might accrew both 
ro Chriſt the Son, and ro God the father. 

Inreſpet of Chriſt, that he might receive the honour 
oue to bis deity, which the work of humiliation might 


take fromhim ; though he were the true God, equal phy, :, <, 


with the Father ; yet raking upon him the forme of a ſer- 
vant, that he mightbe fitted ro humble himſelfe tothe 


death of the Croſſe ; this humiliation made the world, 


that knew bim nor, ſtrip himof his glory ; theyac- 
counted him a divell, a 2lu:ton, a maletaRor, crucified 


him between twotheeves,purt a crowne of thornes upon Obi 
his head in deriſion, and ever after derided the Chriſti- honorcm de- 
terre homini 
crucihze my« 
ſter:um hujus 


him tobe King of his Church,that he may be advanced **i ignoranc:s, 
intheir eyes who had ſo much vilified him : the Father lf. 


ans,that they beleived in a crucified God. Chriſt muſt 
now be repayred in his honour ; therfore God appoynts 


judgeth no man, but hath committed all jadgment,that is, 
the diſper.iation of all governmentyo ſl 

ſhould honour the Son as they honour the Father : as the 
world vilified him as a malefaQor, they might now ac- 
knowledg him God equall with the Father,and honour 
him with the ſame honour, wherewith they honour the 
Father : greatly exalted becauſe greatly humbled, the 
ſtone which the builders refuſed, is made the bead of the 
corner, 

In refpeR of the Father, that he might have the 
more glory from ſuch a ſolemn adminiſtration of 2 
kingdom by Chriſt: as God was more glorified by 
giving Chriſt tobe a Redeemer, by finding out ſuch a 
way of ſavirg ſinners, where God became man,and two 
natures, the divine and humane united together, Chriſt 
taking fleſh and "5s ifke had ſaved his peo- 

ple 
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pleany other way without Chriſt: ſo now,it would bring 
more glory to God, by exalting Chriſt as King, and 
giving him the folemn adminiſtration of a Kingdom, 
then if God ſhould have governed his people in the 
gererall way, as be governs the world. God bas highly 
exalted him, an1giyen bim a name above every name, that 
every tongue ſhould confeſſe, that Ieſus Chriſt ts Lord, to th 
glory of the Father, Thar's a main end, why Chriſt who 
was firſt humbled, was after exalted, the glory of the 
Father ; that ſolemn adminiſtration of the Kingdomby 
Chriſt brings more glory to the Father. 

Secondly, inreſpeR of Gods people z none o fic 
to be King toany people as ſuch a one, who isallyed 
to-rhem, and may bethe more tender of them : As God 
gave the precept touching a King for the Iſraelites, 
they muſt chooſe ove from among therr brethren : {0 
Chriſt therefore firteſt becauſe our brother, he took our 
nature upon him, and became Immanuel, God with us, 
God oneofus, ofthe ſame fleſh andblood with us, tis 
the ſame in this,which the Apoſtle ſpeaks touching the 
firnefſe of Chriſt's being made high Prieſt for us, be- 
cauſe having taken Our nature, and berng compaſt with in- 
frrmitees, he islikely to be the more compaſſionate to 
us : tis fitteſt Chriſt ſhould be our King, that having 
the ſame nature with us,and compaſt about with our in- 
firmities, he might exerciſe the more tenderneſſe to- 
wards us, as knowing beſt our frailties and che weak- 
neſſes of our natures ; a King of our brethren is 
fitreſt for us. 

Thirdly, In reſpe& of Gods enemies and ours; the 
more toawe them, when they ſhall ſee him reigning 
over them, whom they derided; ſee him'glorious 10 the 
adminiſtration of a kingdom and all power over them, 
whence crucified, and yet doe daily crucific =_ el 
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Chriſt King of ſack whom they perſecute z and'fighe 
for them and judge their cauſe, yhom they alflict: ris 
id ofthe wicked of the world, when they ſee the ſon 
of man comming inthe cloudes in the day of judgment, 
they ſhall mourne , teare bim as terrible jadge, ready to M3-*4-35. 
take vengeance on them,who have uſed him ſo deſpite=« > | 
fully ; ic mult needs be the ſame here, though ina lefle Large 0m 
degree; what can more awe and terrifie wicked people, fir, ut vide- 
then to know, Chriſt reignes, he ſits heere as King to an impu cjus 
obſerve them, to judge them,to plague them,whoſe per- go man 
ſon they have ſo much vilifhed, whole honour they have ginen ſzvie.

Fourthly, in reſpe& of a ſuitableneſle betwixt the 
works of redemption and government: it were unequall 
Chriſt ſhould redeem us, and not govern us : unjuſt, that 
we ſhould ſerve any other,thenhim who hath laid down 
the ranſome for us. There is jus redemptions in this, he 
who ranſoms a ſlave,ought to have his ſervice: if Chriſt 
while we were ſlaves of the devill,hath ranſomed us and 
bought us with a price, the price of bi ow blood, it is 1 Per. 1 is, 
equall we ſhould ſerve him, give him the ſervice, both 
ot our bodies and ſpirits,becauſe they are now hi, andno , car. «. 10, 
more our own. It were unequall, we ſhould expe&re- 
demption from him, and yet not yeeld obedience to 
him : that is the very end of our redemption, that wee 
being deliuered out of the hands of our enemies ſhould ſerye o**< 7 
him without feare, in holineſſe andrighteouſueſſe before him 
all the dates of our lives, Here we ſhould take St. Peters 
rule to Ananias, touching the poſſeſſion he had ſold: 
thy haft thou kept back part of the price, while it remained 
unſold, was it not thine owne? it was thine owne, thou Ads 5,3, 
mighteſt have done with it as thou pleaſedſt: but _ 
fold ittoGod,why doſt _ now keep back that whict 
2 i3 
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is Gods ? while we were our own, we might diſpoſe our 
ſelves according to our own wils; but now Chriſt ha- 
ving bought us, what right have we to keep back from 
Chriſt that which is Chriſts? if we belong to God by 
the rightof purchaſe,why ſhould we defraud God of his 
due ? while we were Satans, we might give unto Satan 
the things of Satan, ſerve him whofe we were : but now 
beivg Gods purchaſe, we ought to give unto God the 
things of God, ſerve him whole we are. 

If Chriſt bee King of his Church, let Gods people 
comfort themſelves 1n this, that Chriſt reignes, that 
Chriſt firs as King among us. The uſe Devid makes of 
this dodrine, The Lord rergnes, what then > let the earth 
rejogce, let the multitude of the 1/lzs be glad thereof .\We that 
live bere in the Iſles, have not we a portion in this joy 
and comfort. that we know Chrilt is King, and reignes 
among us; let the carth rejoyce, and the multitude of 
the Iſles be glad. Indeed if Gods people conſider, they 
-. are but «little flock of kids among many lions, 4 few ſheep 
among many wolves, a ſingle !:{y among many thornes : 
if they conſider, what machinations, what pernicious 
plots are daily contrived againſt them : if we had-not 
thisro ſupport us, to know Chriſt is King, that he or- 
ders all for the beſt for us, ſubdues our enemies, protects 
us from plors of malignant perſons, preſerves us in the 
midſt of greateſt dangers, it might w:1! caſt us into de- 
ipaire of ever holding up our heads with comfort. But 
when we rememberthat Chriſt firs as King among us,he 
is above in heaven, and laughs ar the plots of wicked 
men, the Lord has them in deri/ion * men may be buſie in 
contriving, but Chriſt is as buſte in defeating : here is 
glorious beame of comfort breaks in upon us under this 
notion of Chriſtsbeivg King, his reigning in the midſt 
of bis people. Comfortably may we apply that of the 

Prophet, 
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Prophet, look upon Sion, the City of our ſolemnitres : thine xc, ,. ,, 
zyes ſhall ſee Ieruſalem a quiet habitation, a tabernacle that 
ſhall not be taken down ; wot one of the ſtakes thereof ſha!

1. InreſpeR of our ſelves, to Crowne Chriſt inour 
owne hearts, to ſet up his Kingdome within our ſelves 
the Kingdome of God iswichin you, to ſet it up in our 
hearts, we eaſily deſire Chriſt a Saviourto ſave us, but 
not a King, to governe us: Wee are ready to cry out 
with the Diſciples, Lord ſave us, we periſh, but as ready 
againe to ſay with the wicked Citizens, we will not bave 
this man to reigne over w, Alas , wee mult not expe 
Chriſt ſhould be 2 Saviour , unleſſe he be received as a 
King, as /ephtab anſwered the Elders of G:lead, why come 
you to me now when you are in diſireſſe , if the Lord deliver 
your enemies before me , ſhall I te your bezd 2 Wee muſt 
not fly to Chriſt onely in thetime of our diſtreſſe, when 
our ſinnes preſſe us, and we ſee the mouth of Hell open 
tO ſwallow us up, unlefle withall, when Chriſt bath de- 
livered us from our ſpirituall enemies, wee be contented 
tO take him for our head, for our Lord to rule and gf” 
verne us as well as for our Saviour to fave vs: O letus 
frowue Chriſt in our hearts; not doe as the Jewes did, 
cr: 
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ſet 4 crowne of thorxes upon his head, but ſet a Crowne 
of Gold upon his head, a Crown of Soveraigntie, aCc- 
knowledge him our Lord and King,feare and obey him: 
Crowne him as /eho;adaand the people crowned King 


loaſh, they crowned bim and compaſt him about with theer : King 12. 17, 
(words in thetr hands, ready to fight againſtall his ene- " 


mies : Setup Chriſt in the throne of thy beart and 
bold thy ſword in thy hand to fight againſt all Chriſts 
enemies, all thy own lufts, thy rebelling affeRions that 
Ggbt againſt Chriſt the King of thy ſoule. 

2. To helptoadvance Chriſts Kingdome in others, 
to helpe to littup Chriſtandto ſer a Scepter over 
all the World. God has promiſed to give Chriſt the 
Nations for his inheritance, and the uttermoſt parts of 
the Earth for his poſſeſhon : "tis a great work to bring 
people into Chriſt,toſet up bis Kingdome, ſoas Chritt 
may come to inherit the Nations, and to poſleſſe the 
uttermoſt parts of the Earth,every one muſt come in to 
help in this worke. When the Tabernacle was to bee 
made, every one that was ofa willing heart brought his

offering , ſome gold, ſome brafſe, ſome ſcarlet, ſome Goates £,,,, ,,.,. 


bayrez every man according to his ability. When the 
Temple was to be built, every one ſet to his belping 
band, Salomon prepared gold , Hyram ſent Cedar Trees, 
ſome were hewers in the mountaines, ſome bearers of 
burthens, every one contributed according to his qua- 
lity ; it muſt be ſo here in the advancing of Chriſts 
Kingdome, tis the great worke God hath deſigned us 
for, every one muſt ſet to his helping hand according to 
his ability, and the meanes and opportunities God pre- 
ſents to him.. Chriſt is King, yer hee hath many ene- 
mies labour to keep himonrof his Throne : tis our 
part to belpehimin, 


Chriſt is ill bandled by enemies at home in private 
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contriving plots againſt him ; O for ſome Eamaltels tg 
give ſeaſonable counſell to take men off from plotti 
againſt Chriſt, He isworſe handled by enemies abro 
in publike , there he is not onely plotted againſt , bur 
already upon the Croſſe, looke into Germany, looke in- 
to /reland, we may cafily with Thomas beleeve him to 
be there, we may ſce the prin of his nayles in his hands 
and in his feete , and may put our fingers intothoſe 
ghaſtly wounds are already made in his body and his 
Members: O for ſome Ieſephs of Arimathes to take 
him downe from the © roſſe. All perſons are called in 
tothis worke, People, Miniſters , Magiſtrates, Ki 
themſelves : Asthey are Monarchs, they are offended 
if any thing be done againſt Monarchy let them bee 
carefull of Chriſts Monarchy, he is King of Kings, they 
are all called into ſerve Chriſt in this Plalme. 

Give me leave (Honourable and Beloved) to ſet be- 
fore you ina few words three Kingdomes which are 
maine impediments to the advancement of this King- 
dome of Chriſts, the Kingdome of fin, the Kingdome 
of Satan, andthe Kingdome of Antichriſt. 

I, The Kingdome of fin: Sin isa King, Let wot fine 
rergne 11 your mertall bodies : Let it not play the King a- 
mong us, beware of ſuffering any fin to be countenanced 
among us, ſuffer not ſn to be enacted by any Law nor to 
receive countenance from miſconſtruction of Lawes; 
ſinnes may bee committed in ſecret and none can pre- 
ventthem, but it will lye upon the Magiſtrates, when 
publike avouched ſinnes are not ſet againſt : Idolatry 
was WOnt tO be in corners and by ſtealth ; how open of 
late in England,how much j»ſtified by many, how ma- 
ny my pleaded for it ? how nas in Ireland, 
eventothe deſtruRion of that poore land ? how, pub- 
like drunkenneſſe and uncleannefle > in Saint Pau!s

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time : they that were drunke, were drunke in the night : 
that was the modeſty of thoſe times, though they went 
on ina courſe of ſinne , they choſe darknefle to cover 
their ſinnes : It is a ſhame to ſpeake of thoſe things

yer done in ſecret. How ſhamelefle are people in theſe 
dayes > how are all principles of common modeſty, as

There are three things worthy the conſideration,how 
they may be ſ{nppreſt. 1. The bacchanaliathat numerous 
ifſue of Taverns, and Ale-houſes, fo infinitely degenera- 
ted from their firſt inſtitution; that rhey are mon the 
neſts and harbourers of all fin and diforder, 2, The lupa- 
aria, houſes of uncleanneſle , cages of uncleane birds. 
3. The theatra, theaters and ſtages, where profanneſle 
and vice is thought to be indeed fatyrically whipt and 
preſented, that it might be hated ; but is rather ſo per- 
ſonared and ated, as people become more in love with 
it, Tis rrue, it willbe hard to finde out waies of ſuppreſ- 
ſing theſe publick places of drunkenneſle, uncleannefſe, 
profapnefie, which are indeed the ſeminaries and nurſe- 
rics of all diſorders, and the bane of the "_— and

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Common-wealth : Yet certainly, there may be a prea 
reformation wrought : let them have a place in your 
thoughts in due time - theſe are mighty enemies to 
Chriſts Kingdom, and Miniſters finde unſpeakable im. 
pediments to the progreſle of religion, and the courſe 
of their miniſtry from theſe. 

Secondly,the kingdom of Satan:Satan is a king,heis the 
ruler of the darknes of this world: that labours to keep all 
under a ſpiritual Xgyptian darknes,that labours toblind 
the minds of people, in whom the God of this world bath 
blinded the minds of thoſe that beleeve not: 'tis a mig 
policy of Satans againſt Chriſts Kingdome, to labour, 
that people may be kept in ignorance, that dumb d 
may be ſer up that will nevcropen their mouths main. 
knowledpe : and that the means may be kept from the 
Church,that ſo worthy men may not be brought in,who 
conſider , the Labourer is worthy of brs hire, Looke to 
this, when time ſhall be,ſee that there be a candle ineve- 

candleſtick that is able to give _ paſtor in every 
ock that isable to feed: and let there be ſuch encou- 
ragements as may enable men to go on comfortably and 
chearfully in the work : there hath been already much 
ſaid in this argument by others I ſhall not need to ſay 
more in it. 
Thirdly, the kingdom of Antichriſt: he is a King,nay 
a God, who oppoſeth and exalteth himſelfe above all that 
called God,ſo as he 5 God ſitteth tn the Temple of God, ſhew- 
mg bimſelf that he is God : the oppoſitions Chriſts king- 
dom receives from Popery, are notorious to all:asthere 
waSa »* wiizr Ter. 6, ſomething that was an obſtacle, 
that bindered the full revelation of the working of the my- 
ftery of iniquity in the Apoſtles dayes, the Kingdom of 
the Emperovurs hindering the advancement of ky

dom of Antichriſt : ſo now Popery, that is a n wget .

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high and ſpreading power of the kingdom of Antichriſt

dertaken with uvited ſtrengths of many. 

Tocloſethis point, I ſhall adde ſome few meditations 
as ſtrong al'eives to draw you up,both to crowne Chriſt 
in your owne hearts and to help to ſet up the Kingdomeof 
Chriſt abroad in the world. 

1. The honourableneſſe of this ſabje&ionto Chriſt, 
there isno ſervice to the ſervice of a King; what thento 
him, who is King of Kings ? but further, God will make 
it an honourable fervice by ſtamping a ſpeciall honour up- 
on them , who in ſerving God, honour him; Them that 
bonour me, I will hoxour, "tis a word out of the mouth of 
God ; if any mas ſerve me, him will my Father honour, 'tis a 
word out of the mouth of Chriſt. And if you pur the que- 
ſtion, which Abaſuerss put to Hamen, What (ball be done to 
the man whos the King will bonour * What ſhall the ho- 
nour be wherewirth CEriſt will honour thoſe that be his 
ſubjeRs * the Scriptures tells us, he will make ws Kings, and 
there is a Kingdome provided for them and a Crowne to be ſet 
ez thetr beads, What fabje& has ſucha Lord ? Kings doe 
much for their Servants, but they never ſet a Crowne up- 
on their heads : Pharoah made 7oſeph the greateſt in the 
Kingdome, according to thy word ſhall all the people te ruled ; 
yet he reſerved the Soveraigmy to himſelfe, 1 the Throne 

[ will be greater then thou : but Chriſt caſts his owne Ho- 
nour upon us, makes us Kings, not tO reigne for 2 yeere,or 
a day, but to reigne with him forever and ever : Let the 
force of this motive be that which Balsk put to Baleam , 
let nothing binder thee from comming to me, for 1 will promore 
thee 10 very great benour : Let nothing keep us from com- 
ming: 1n to Chrift, for hee will promote with very great 
honorall thoſe whe come intorbisſubjeeion;o —_—

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2. The profitablenes of this ſubjeRion z 'twas the pto* 1,1... .5. 
fane queſtion of wicked perſons, what is the Almighty that 
we ſhould ſerve him, and what profit ſhall we have if wee pray 
unto him? And the wicked concluſion of arebellious pow 
ple, /t 1s Vaine to ſerve God, and there is noprofit that we have v 
kept bis ordinances. Gods people know, there is no ſuch ** 
ſervice as the ſervice of Chriſt, no ſuch promiſes, no ſuch ; Tim.4.s, 
gaine as In godlineſle, Godlrneſſe is great gain,and hath pro- 
miſes of this life and of that to come : [If ever wee expeRt 
thiogs by promiſe from God, fo asto havea bleſſing in 
them 4nd not a curſe, we muft ſerve Chriſt inthe wayes of 
godlinefſe, that has the promiſe of this life as well as of 
that to come. All bleſſings come, where Chriſts King- 
dome comes ; Firſt ſeeke Gods Kingdome and his righteou: 
neſſe, and all other things ſhall be added to you + they ſhall be 
caſt in as an overplus to the bargaine; Bebold,my ſervants 
ſhall eat, but ye ſhall be hungry , my ſervants ſhall drink but ye 
ſhall be thirfty,my ſervants ſhall rejoyce,but ye ſhall be aſhamed; ©. 65-13. 
my ſervants ſhall ſing for joy of heart, but yee ſhall cry for ſorrow 
of heart, and howle for yexation of ſpirtt, Thats the prehe- 
minence Gods Servants have above Gods enemies, thc y 
have a greater portion of outward bleflings even in this 
life, onely where God for ſome particular reaſons ſees 
ft to alter the courſe of his ordinary diſpenſations. F 
But then further in the life ro come, herhar is the ſer- 
vantof Chriſt, receives not only the advantage of his ſer- 
vice here, but withall a glorious reward of it hereafter,bee 
who bath his fruit anto bolinef e, ſhall bave bisendeverlaſting 1c x. 
life, 
Let the force of this motive be thar which Abner pro- 
poſed to the men of 1ſrael, why they ſhould crowne Da- 
vid and receive him for their King, becauſe the Lord bath 
ſpoken of David, ſaying , bythe band of my ſeryant DavidT, 
will ſave my people Iſrael out of the hands of the Philifines, _ 
and out of the bands of all their enemies : So here, _ © 
Chri | 
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Chriſt in thy heart,receive him as thy King, labour to ad. 
vance his Kingdome among otters, becauſe God hath ſaid 
by him hee will ſave thee andall che Iſrael of God from 
their ſins, from the Devill, from hell. Ser a crowne upon 
Chriſts head here in thy heart, he will crowne thee with 
all cemporall bleſſings in this life,an1 ſer a crown of glory, 
a crown of immortality on thy head an the life ro come, 

3. The neceſſity of this ſubjeion to Chriſt,and of ſet. 
ting in to the work of advancing Chriſts Kingdom in the 
world, in caſe we would not be miſerable 1a this lifeand 
that to come. 

No bleſſing upon a Land where Religion and Chriſts 
Kingdome flouriſh not; 'twas when Oved Zdem entertained 
the Arke of God, that God bleft him and all his houſe, Re- 
ligion isthe mother of all bleſſings, like the Heavery, it 
has an influence upon all things here below it bindes all 
bleſſings together, as it is ſaid of Mrneruas Bucklermade 
by Phydias, he wrought it ſo artificially , that having ſet 
his owne name in the midſt of it, it could neverbe taken 
cut, without breaking the whole frame : All bleſſings 
arebound up in Religion and the Goſpel and Chriſts go- 
vernment among us : if you take away theſe, you break the 
whole frame of bleſſings : If rhe Palladium be once lot, 
Troy is loſt : ſteale away Chriſt and the Goſpel and Reli- 
glon from us, weare loſt and all bleſſings loſt : Without 
that we ſhall have a curſe in all we enjoy, 7 will curſe your 
bleſſings : God curſes thoſe things to us, which we enjoy 
nor in the bleſſing ofthe Goſpel. oe to them, fayes God, 
when T depart from them : If ever Chriſt depart from us, 
twill be woetous. VWhenthe Arke of Gods preſence was 
taken fromthe Iſraelites, then !chabod,the glory of Iſrael de- 


* parted: The Arke of Gods preſence, his preſence in his 


ordinances,inthe Goſpel,ifthat be taken from us,the glo- 
ry departs from Englandgo more glory, no more blefling.

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Religion firſt fals, before the Common-wealth fals. The 
Kingdom of [db laſted longer then the Kingdom of 1ſ- 
rael, becauſe Religion and the worſhip of God was more 
carefully preſerved there. hes the meſſengers of God were , cc, 
mockt, and his words deſpiſed, and bus Prophets miſuſed; that 
is,when Religion was wholly decayed,and Gods Kingdom 
of grace caſt down z then God brought a deſolation upon 
the State. The four Monarchies in Neb#cbadrezars viſion 
were all to have a fall, becauſe they had nothing of Chrilts 
Kingdom inthem, There is a neceffity for Kingdoms to be 
ſabje& ro the Kingdom of Chriſt in reſpe@ of happineſle 
in this life, . 

But further, a neceſſity for all in reſpeQ of the life to 
come 1 unlefle we be Chriſts ſubjeas, we muſt be Chriſts 
enemies, and ſo ſhall be miſerable everlaſtingly ; 5r:ng theſe 
mine enemies and ſ/ay them before me, God will flay ever- Lute x7, 
laſtingly thoſe thar are his enemies and will not be his ſub- | 
jets. The nation & kingdom that wil not (erve thee ſhal periſh, \*$9-1% 

Indeed, if we could eſcape Chriſts wrath, it were not 
ſo much, if we did nor come under his yoke, Burt who 
ſhall eſcape his wrath, that lives not under his law? Can Eck. 
thy beart endure, or thy bands be ſtrong, (aith the Lord, in the 
day that I ſball deale wth thee * if Chriſt cometo deale with 
us in wrath, as with his enemies, whoſe hands can be fo 
ſtrong as to grapple with Chrilt? mhar will ye do rn the day 
of viſitation and 18 the deſolation, which ſhall come ſrom farre, 
to whom will ye flie for help, and where will ye leave your glory ? 
If Chriſt look vpon us as enemies, who can protef us, 
what ſhall become of all our glories, what good will they 
doe us in the laſt day? 

Think upon this, you that feare not God, you that have

Let this work upon us to take 
Davids advice, he wasa King himſelte, and yet a ſudjeR of 
Chriſts;z.Chriſt was P@vias ſon, and yet he was Davids 
King : Be wiſe now therefore, O Kings, be znfirutied ye Indges 
of the earth, ſerve the Lord with feare and rejoyce with trem- 
bling ; kiſſe the ſou, leſt be be angry, and ye periſb from the ag 
when his wrath is kindled but a little : bleſſed are all they that 
put their truſt in bim,This is true wiſdomyif Chriſt will ho- 
noar us, bleſſe us,ſave us in caſe we ſerve him,and certainly 
deftroy us in caſe we ſerve him not : then ſerve the Lord 
with feare, kifſe the ſon leſt he be angry, and ye periſh in 
the way : when his wrath is kindled bur a little, they ſhall 
ny bleſſedneſſe who ſerve him and put their truſt in 
im, 

The Kingdome of Chriſt ſhall over-top the plots of 
wicked men, and be eſtabliſht firmly, notwichRanding all 
their oppoſitions. There are two things God uſually does 
for this end. 1. He prevents the oppoſitions, that they 
ſhall not rake eff-&, or, 2. Though plots may take the 
effe& intended, yet God fo turnes them, that out of them 
ſhall ſpring the advancement of Chriſts Kingdom. See it 
1n the particulars, 

Firſt, in the Kingdome of grace within the hearts of 
Gods people : as temprations are the devils great batte- 
ries, whereby he labours tooverthrow our graces ; ſo God 
makes thoſe temptations the meanes of improving and 
perfeRirg our graces. God not only keeps from the boure 
of 1empiation, and in the boure of temptation , but makes 
temptations the improvers of grace. Peter, and David and 
Tobby their trials, and their fals had an improvement in 
their faith, and repentance, and love, and ovedience, ane 

their 
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theirothergraces. Ir is a generall rule for all trials, by temp- 
ration as well as affligion, when Gods children are tried, they , 
come forth like gold. more glorious and beautiful in their graces, ,,. 
2nd more fit ſor the ſervice of their Maſter. 

Secondly,in the Goſpel and Gods trirhs:4 great and effe Zuall 
door was opened to S Paul in preaching the Goſpel though there were , c, ,_ 
many adverſaries.The Goſpel is the red of Chriſts ſtrength ſent out «6-9. , 
of Sroxz ſuch a ſtrength as whereby his government ſhall be ſet p;,1.

improves ir,the bloud ofthe Martyrs is the ſeed of the Church, <->dine

made againlt her. At Axtioch, if 1 miſtake nor, the Eccleſi-

onehad a viſion, that he ſaw a man comming to him, who commanded him 
to write upon every houſe, (hriſtxs nobsſcum, Chriſt is with us, ſtay here, 
and {oit ceaſed :thus we ſhould do, when we conſider the tettering eſtate 
ofreligion, remember Chriſt is with us,be not affcighted,forſake ir nor, if 
God be for us, who can be againſt us ? if Chriſt be in the ſhip with us, ic 
cannot (ink. 

But eſpecially ir may be high encouragement to you (Honourable and 
beloyed:)you are they that muſt help up Chriſt into biz Kingdomin the 
midſt of theſe great oppoſicions that arenow made againſt it ; we the Mi- 
niftersof God can but encourage & ſtrengthen you, as the Prophets Hag- 


gasand Zachary, Gods Prophets were with the Princes helping thens : hel. Exc, 5.4; 


ping them with their prayers, and helping chem with their inſtructions 
touching Gods will, and —_— them with their exhortations to ſtirre 
them up; but the work is chiefly yours, you areto encounter Ghriſts 
enemies, the (word of juſtice is put into your hands to cut down all oppo- 
ftions. If your hearts beu»right with God, that your conſciences afſure 
you, you ſeck Godsglory, andthe adyancement of Chrifts Kingdom, nor 
your ſelves, nor your own ends, you have as much encouragement as can ' 
be; yougo enina work that ſhall be carried up againſt all oppoſitions, 

Should vifible means faile, yet as there is an inviſible God who may beleen ,,, 
by theeye of faith ſo thereare alſo inviſible means : the power of Chriſt 
ſhallreſt upon thoſe that work his works, andftand up faithfully in his 
cauſes. Should you be lefc fewer then you are, yet if y ou can but reſolve, 
when others forſake Chriſt, to ſay truly, Lord we will never forſake thee, 
and dy it; not only ſay it : ſome have ſaid it,and yet with Perer gone away 
and deſerted the cauſe : there 15then no reaſon why you ſhould fear, Chrilt 
can work by few as well as by many : Chriſt, when menfaile, will cread 
the wine-p efle alone, when the day of vengeance comes and the yeare of his

And when it reſtes, be ſaid, Return,O Lord, 
unto the many thouſanas of Iſrarl : Which words Moſes leaving 
as 2 modell of prayer, and a prop of faith to all ſucceeding gence 
ratious, were moſt proper for Davids purpoſe, in bringing

And he uſcth theſe words by way of prayer and triumph, pe- 
tition and cbanksgiving ; 

Wherein 1s contained ſuch choiſe proviſion, had I skill to 
diſh it out unto you,as though it be a faſting 4zy, would preſent 
you with a /piritzall feaft. tor ſoul repalt.

Sixthly, It is the duty of Gods people, to pray him np, when he 
ſeems to - down, and ater him i choir praiſe when hee doth © 
ariſe to their reſcue and redemption ; For theſe words are both a 
prayer and a triumph,as they are uſed both by Adoſes and David.

the other an encmy ; the one a Saint, the other a malignant ; an ha- 7 ) oh.3.13; 
ter, that hated him even to fratriciac. 

As the Church multiplied, her enemies multiplied alſo ; yea 

ſo over-multiplied her,that in the 74. P/almyver. 19. it is 
but one poor T wrtle-dove, agaiult a mwltirnde of wicked; 
enemics, haters. 

Lo, yonder you may ſce heapes of them gathered together, 
P/al. 83.6,7,8. The T abernacles of Edom, and Iſmaclites, of 
Moab, and the Hagarens, Gebal, and Ammon, and Amalech , the 
Philiſtines, with the Inhabitants of Tyre, A([wr, and the children 
of Lot, Evill Beaſts enough, one would think, to have devou- 
red one poor Turtle-dove. 

In our Saviours time they weregrown into a World-full of 
enemies, fob. IF. 19. T he world bateth you. 

If any ſhould demand with Pilate, Why, what evill hath the Ground. 
Church done ? She may anſwer with David ; They hate me p(zl. 69.4, 
without a canſe, It is a caxſeleſſe enmity and hatred,the 
Lord knows. 

But if you will havea cauſe ,*Hee ſhall give it you that beſt a 
knew what it was, Chriſt himſelf : Becauſe you are not of the 7h, ;,.16. 
world, but 1 have choſen you ont of the world, therefore the world 
bateth you. There is a ſecret malignancie in the men of the 
world ( as there was in Cas) toſce others choſen, and beloved 
ef Chriſt, and themſelves rejected, . Reaſon. 2, 

If you would dig to the root of this venemous hatefull

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weed, you ſhall finde it to bee the fame /2ed, which the old 
Serpent hath ſpawned into the children of diſobedience : The 
true Church'and the Maliy err, are begotten and born of x 
contrary ſeed,the feed of the F erpent who 1s the Devy!ll ; and the 
Seed of the Woman, which is Chriſt; and theſe hate one another 
with the pureſt hatred,becauſe their principles be moſt coury.ary 
and moſt ative : The one of God, a is /amme attivns as the 
Schooles ſpeak, a pare ſimpt: a,moſt vigorous and operative; 
and the other of Saran who in the higheſt ſphere of created be- 
ings, is a moſt ſabrilcand ative Spirir, , 

he principles of hatred in all other creatures, are of a far 
lower and duller mould and motion ; and their Antipathy and 
hatred is nothing ſo immortally mortall ; theſe hating, an ha- 
ted of one another, not onely ro dzarh, but in death, and b:yond 
death to all Eternity.

T woutd commend from this obefervation, this one Cavtion, 
1 here # no time then for Gods people to be ſerare , ſince they Jive 
zmong Encmics and Haters: and the neerer they meet in their 
Relations, the more isthe enmity and hatred intended. 

So you ſhall obſerve there is no ſuch enmity between mar 
and the Brwit Creatwrer, as there 1s betwyeene man and man; 
Among men, there is no ſuch enmity and hatred between 
Heathens and Chriſtians, as there is betweene Chriſtians and 
Chriſtians ; among Chriſtians , no ſuch antipathy between 
Papi(ts and Proteſtants : as there 1s between Proteſtants and 
Proteſtants : At this day no hatred ſo mortall , no Enemies, fo 
Irrcconcileable 28 the Malignant Proteſtants, and thoſe whom 
they ſcorne by that New-name, Rowndbead, that poor deſpi- 
—_—_ that ſtand up for Reformation ; The Proteſtant 
indeed, + 

Thereaſonis becauſe the neerer men meet in aliquo tertio, 1N 
therr relations, or Profeſfion,and yet differ, as in the Principles

There is hardly any language more frequent in Scripture, 
P/al. 21.8. thine hand ſhall finde out all chine Encmics, 
thy right hand ſhall inde out thoſe that hare thee. 

Pſal. 83. 2. Loe tbine Enemies make a tumult , and thoſe that 
hate thee have lift mp the head ; Why , wherein did they ſhew 
themſelves the Enemies and haters of God?It followes, ver. the 
third :T hey have taken crafty connſell againſt thy peopleyc5 conſult- 
ed againſt thy Hidden ones, and ſaid, Come let us cur them off from 
being a Nation, &c. Their Malignant Counſcls againſt God; 
people, was nothing elſe but a paraphraſe of their malice againſt 
God himſclſ,or ſoyetit followes more expreſſcly, verſ. the fifth: 
T hey conſult together with one conſent, they are confederate againſt 
thee : thee and thine, them and thee go hand in hand. 


The Grownd: of this may be, 


Firſt, the muruall intereſt that God and bu people have one in 
another, Maſter, and Servant, -Father and Children, Huzband 
and Wife, Head and Members , theſe are the uſuall titles by 
which this mutual relation is exprelt in Scripture, ( and among 
all the members of the body the tenderelt 1s choſen to expreſle 
the interdt that Gods people have 1a his compaſſion and love, 
The Eye, Zech. 2.8. He that towcheth you, toxcherh the apple of 
mine eye : The leaſt violence will oftend that member; what 
is doneto the Xyc,preſently is at the Heart: wicked men cannot 
bate gods people, but God mult needs be very ſenſible of it; 
they canot be Enemies to them, but they muſt be Enemies to 
God himfclf: Eſpecially ſince they are found by our Saviour not 
onely to hate them in theſe relations, but for theſe relations, rot 
onely 6.ing the Scryants and Children and Sponſe, and Member:

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of Jeſus Chriſt, but becauſe they are /0.; becauſe ye are 'not of rhis 


world, but 1 have choſen you out of the world, therefore the World Tohn 15.19, 


hateth you : Becauſe, that 1s crime cnough, that they belong to 
Zeſus Chriſt. 

Secondly, The Qaarrell : wherein God is as deeply inte- 
rlted as his people 3 Thow haſt given « banner to them that fear 
thee, that it may be diſplayed becanſe of the Truth, Plal. 60. 4. 

A Banner is the Embleme of Viftory, Vittorie implies Barell, 
but what was the Quarrel ? Therrwuth ; The truth of Dc- 
Frine; The truth of Religion ; The truth of Diſcipline, The truth 
of Govrrament, inall theſe God is as much or more concerned 
then tas people; Tr«th 1*, the Truth of God, and God 1s the God 
of Truth ; and thefore they that are Enemies to Gods people 
far the truthes ſake, are Enemies to God himſelf; they that hate 
them for the erwtrks ſake hate God alſo whoſe truth it is, look 
into all the Batrells of the Church ſince Chrilts time to this 
day, and you thall finde the 2arrel/to have been ſome-what 
about Chriſt himſelf; While Chriſt was yet upon the Earth, the 


Quarrell was about the Birth of Chriſt : inthe next ages the. 


Quarrell was about the Perſon of Chriſt, in the ſucceeding. Age, 
concerning theN atwres of Chrift,then about the Offices of Chriſt, 
And now. in our dayes about the /ife and Governwent of 
Chriſt. 

Ina word, the firſt battell that ever was fought, was in hea- 
ven, Between Michael and his Angels, and ' the Dragon and his 
Angels. And look what the Quarrell was there, the ſame you 
ſhall finde it ever ſince ; though tought 'in a /oWer ground, and 
that is, Who ſhall be God? 

I will be God faid the proud «n7el,my throne ſhall be above 
the Throne of God ; And fo faith Antichriſt unto this day, / will 
be God, tis his very Character, in 2 Theſ.2. 4. He oppoſeth and ex- 
alteth himſelf above all that is called God, or that is Wor ſhipped, 
ſothat he as God fitteth in the Temple of God, ſheving himſelf thar 
he God, And this is the language of every wicked man ; he 
that Caith I will nor, when God ſaith do,he that ſaith I will,when 
(20d fa'th do not; ( Oh do not this abominable _ that 1 hate ) he 
aith by interpretation I-will be God: .Oh did you but under- 


ſtand the blatphemous language of ſin, you would not ſuffer it 
to

to harbour one hour longer in your boſoms : the truth is, the 
Enemies of Gods truth and people would not onely have 
the Swerd off from Chriſt his thigh , the Sceprer out of his 
Hand,the Crown off from his Head, but his very life out of his 
beart ; not wn-ſcepter him only, but #»-eſſence him, If ſn and fin- 
wcrs could belpe it, God ſhould be God no longer, 
And now Chriſtians, they that are Enemies to Gods people 
upon theſe termes, are they not Enemics to God kimſelt? 
They that thus hate the $.zi»ts, do they not hate allo the 
God of the Saints ? 


Uſe. 
If this bzyan invincible truth , then 

Firſt,7 he more have they to anſwer for that ſhe'v mercy to theſe 
Enemies of the Church and people of God, fince God is concern. 
ed 1n the Quarrell more then they ; It the /ons of Belzal, that are 
riſen up againlt the peace and ſafety of the Kingdome, were our 
Enemxs onely, we might uſe our diſcretion, and make what 
accommodation we pleatc ; but if theſe be Sheba's the ſons of Bi 
chri who are riſen up againſt Davis, yea againſt him who is the 
Son and Lord of David i in that obſtinate and implacable rebel- 
lion ; crying, Nolumu buxc reguare , come what will on't, 
Thu man ſhall not raign over us, then ſurely we cannot com» 
pound the matter as we pleaſe, without wrong to Chrifts Crown 
and danger to or oWvn Heads. 

Secondly, Are the Churhes Enemies Gods Enemics ? Thes 
the more hopes we have, they ſhall not ſtand long :' Who bath hard. 
ned himſelf againſt God and proſpered ? As fexebel ſaid, when je 
hu came 1n at the gates : Had Zimri peace Whe ſlew his maſter ? 
So may I ſay, Had Cain peace Who ſlew bis Brother ? Did Phara- 
ob proſper who bardned bimſelf againſt God ? Had Saxl peace Who 
perſecuted rightcous David ? Did Fudas proſper who betrayed bus 
HMaſter i Did _ proſper who blaſphemed Jeſus Chriſt ? Have 
the Enemies of the Church proſpered ?

Swrely, becauſe ſentence 
againſt evill doers, ts not ſpeedily executed, therefore the h:art of 
> e ſonnes of men { or rather theſe ſonnes of Belial ) « fully [ct 
in them to do evil.

* you, our bearts failed ws, for \pee knoW our cauſe is danm'd. 
There is an band of divine mrach, and juſtice in it, making good 
that threatning, Lord, when thine band i lifted wp, they will not 
ſee, but they ſhall ſee, and be aſhamed. They that will not ſeeto 
timely repentance, ſhall ſee to final ſhame and confuſion. In 1 
word, this is the thing I ſay, The enemies and haters of God, 
may, and do, ſinaway a fin-preventing conſcience, but they can- 
not ſinaway a fim-condemwing, a ſelf-execating conſcience ; When 
the command cannot finde a conſcience, wrath will finde 2 con- 
ſcience, the cxrſe will finde a conſcience, and this will bee the 
wars that never dies.

T did caft them out, as the dirt in the ſtreets. And therefore D«- 
vid defires, no more but to ſee his enemies retreat and looſe 
ground, and begin to flic ; he is then confident of the viRtory, 
Plal.9.

How oft have many even 
ot our malt diſcerning Chriſtians, given all for laſt, meditating, 
and preparing for flight 1 How oft have we concluded of our 
(clves, (in fats of unbelicf)) as thoſe captives in Babylon, Our p,.. —_ 
bones are dryed, and our hope 1s loſt, we are cut off for our parts? "20-00 
The Lord pardon and belpe owr vnbclief for Chrilts lake. 

Seventbly,*However yet Sion and her ſtanes, Fermſaltm and 
her «fli&:ens,(wherewith the Lord hath afflitcd her in the day 
of his fierce anger ) findes compallion in the eyes and hearts 
of gods people ; while they are readyso bring forth, not only 
their ſilver and [gald. , but haye been contented to /pendand tp 
be /pent, to engage ſtate, blood, lives, and whatever 18 dear unto 
them vfor the recovery —— duſt ; witneſſe ow 
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Weli-affetttd of this City, who have bled themſelves almoſt into 
a conſumption, to fill Sions veines; and witneſle aur: Deax Bye. 
thren of Scotland, who have put: theirlives in their hands to 
Come forth to the help of the Lora, to the help of the Lord againſt thy 
mighty. What meanes alt thoſe frequent dayes of humiliation, 
both in publike and private,that are kept in this Citic,and other 
parts ofthe Kingdome, where the 71a bore rageth net? Doubt. 
Icſſe either they are beſtowed upon the breaches and wounds of 
Sion, and Gods diſhonours, or elſe we are guilty of-the 
deepeſt hypocriſic that ever people were z in which cafe woe, 
Woe unto us. 

Eightly,In theſe alſo,do they notprofels ro accept of the puniſh 
ment of their Tuiquitics  [ufifying God, judging themſelves ; ene 
quiring into the cauſe of that fierce wrath, that ſmoakes againſt 
us ; and labouring to quench it with their tears, wreſtling with 
God for grace to anſwer his expeRation. 

Ninthly, And have not both Nations joyned themſelves to the 
Lordin aneverlaſting covenant, never to be forgotten ? 

Tenthly, And is not ene main deſigne in that Covenant D 4 
vids vow and Oath to the Lord,that they will not go into the taber- 
nacle of their houſe , nor go up into their bed , . they will not 
give ſleep to their eyer , nor ſlamber- to their eye-lids till they 
have found out a plate for the Lord, an habitation for the mighty 
God of facob. 

Surely beloved Chriſtians, if the people of God be but as cor- 
diall in what they do, as the Enemies of God and his Chrilt are 
in their deſignes ; if the people of God be but as ſincere as they 
are byſfie and ative , there is not one of all theſe Nowes mark't 
out in Scripture for — tothe help and ſalvation of his 
Church, but it is to be found upen us- and eur times, in a fair 
and Legible charatter. 

And now Noble Senators, and- beloved friends, if one of 
theſe poſtures and conditions of the Church, or her Enemies have 
been enough in former times to Ra5/# God out of his holy habi- 
tation,to come forth for the reſcue of his bleeding languiſhing 
people, how much mere ( Ipray obfervoit ) how much more

It was the falutation of the Antient Chriſtians upon the 
Lords dayes in the morning ; The Lord « Riſen, and * an- 
anſwered one another ; The Lord # Riſen indeed, So may we 
falute andanſwer one another, The Lord is Riſen The Lord 
is riſen indeed ; and tet us withall fir wp and aWakex one ano- 
ther ; Let us R/eroo ; by our prayers we lay, Let God Ariſe. 
Now in this word of Exhortation,let me call upon you,and do 
you call one upon another, 
Let all Gods people ariſe, ec. 

This is the Uſe in general : But that I may not ſpeak confu. 
fdly, nor give an uncertain ſound, ( for then who ſhall pre- 
pare himſelf to battel') it craves leave to divide it ſelf into theſe 
Ten diſtin Branches ; whereot the two laſt, ſhall bee the two 
Branches of the DoQtrine that yet remains untoucht, and we 
ſhall briefly winde up all in rex words. 

Firſt then, 1f God be Riſen, then let us Ri/e in owr Obſerva- 
tions, take notice what God is doing in the Werld, and take no- 
tice what God is doing here in England : For ſhame Sirs, let 
not God ariſe, and we lie ſleeping in the bed of ſecwrity, and 
ſupine inadvertency, Awake Barak, awake thou ſonne of 
Abinoam ; - Awake Chriſtians, and obſerve diligently what 
God is doing, cither with us, or for us. | 

It- is that word: which God himſelf cauſes to bee pro- 
chimed- before him, when hee ſtirres up himfclt for the help 
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of his Church. Bee ſilent all fi:ſh before the Lord, for the Lord 
is raiſed up, out of bus holy habitation. Silence is the note, or 
ſture, of exat & diligent attention; And this God expeRts from 
all the World, Be ſilent, oh all fleſh ; much more from his oy, 
people, when hee is riſen out of his SanRuary, and gone forth 
for their Redemption ; as if he ſhould ſay, Peace, be quiet, ſtand 
ftill, and bebold the ſalvation of the Lord; Obſcrve diligently 
what God 1s doing. 

How elſe ſhall wee bee able to pray? As one fay:s of 
Preachers, they ſhould take their Text from Gods works, ob- 
ſerve what God is doing, and Preach upon that ; SoI may ſay 
to Chriſtians, You ſhould make Gods works abroad in the 
World, the ſubje&t of your Prayers, and Prayſes at home ;

By this means, you may come to fſce all the Attributes of 
God ; his Wiſdeme, Power, Goodneſſe, Juſtice, Linc 
ablenefle ſhining forth in the wonderfull, and miraculous 
liverances of his Church, and the ſtupendious deſtruQions of 
the g_ thereof. 

By thus means, you may comegto bee acquainted with the 
faithfulneſſe of God, in making good the promiſes, 

by this means, you may cone to bee acquainted with 
ods love ro you, in the anſwers and rerwrns of your prayers. 
Wherefore,
